support of both the Republican 
governor 
and 
Democratic 


Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti 


after a week of face-to-face 
negotiations. 


At issue is a key provision to 


replace California's complex set 
of "need standards" with a 
simplified 
equitable 
ap- 


portionment formula. 


The plan, agreed upon by both 


parties, would save extra money 
to pay for cost-of-living ad- 
justments in welfare grants, a 
major 
Reagan 
concession 


leading to announcement of 
agreement last Friday. 


But Assemblyman William 


Bagley of San Rafael, chief GOP 
lawmaker in the negotiations, 
said Tuesday the team of 
lawmakers and consultants 
drafting legislation for the 
compromise discovered that the 
need 
standards 
are 
a 


requirement 
for 
receiving 


federal welfare funds. 


Bagley said the conferees — 


who have been closeted five 
davs since agreement was 
announced between Reagan and 


Moretti — are looking for ways 
of writing an acceptable need 
standard back into the com- 
promise, but that it affects other 
delicately negotiated parts of 
the complex package. 


Those negotiations continued 


today in secret while legislators 
of both parties waited anxiously 
for final word. 


Both the Senate and Assembly 


postponed a three-week summer 
vacation recess scheduled to 
start this week because of the 


welfare compromise. If there is 
not a detailed final draft of the 
compromise ready for printing 
tonight, they could be forced to 
remain in session next week too. 


Earlier Moretti, Democratic 


leader of the Assembly, ad- 
mitted the compromise is in 
serious trouble and that he is no 
longer sure it can be resolved, 
but he refused to give details. 


The reform is intended to save 


Californians more than $125 
million a year in taxes. 


Corning Garbage 
Plan Gets Blessing

Garbage, the collection and 


disposal of, was a top topic at 
yesterday's 
Tehama 
County 


supervisors' session. 


Joseph S. Babb, 
Corning 


mayor, and Morey 
Emery, 


manager of the Corning District 
Chamber of Commerce, told the 
supervisors Corning was ready 
to go it alone in the business of 
burying their rubbish. 


Corning has, as have Red 


Bluff and Tehama, been invited 
to join a countywide garbage 
disposal operation satisfactory 
to th.c slate air and water 
pollution control agencies. The 
state has banned burning after 
Jan. 1 in all lowland areas. 


Coming's city council has 


opposed hauling garbage 23 
miles to the county's site near 
Red Bluff. It also hesitates to 
enter an agreement with the 
county until a full disclosure of 
costs is made. The county can 
only estimate a cost of about 


$10,000 
for 
Coming's 
con- 


tribution to the cut-and-cover 
operation. 


The total operation could cost 


in the neighborhood of $100,000. 


The Corning delegation insists 


that $10,000 need not be spent. 
Moreover, Emery predicts the 
city might realize a small 
revenue from its own trash 
proposal. 


The Corning plan calls for 


purchasing substantial property 
north of Corning near Interstate 
5 and contracting the operation 
of the dump. 


Emery contends there are at 


least three potential bidders for 
the concession. 


He also states there would be a 


minimal increase in the weekly 
cost to Corning homeowners 
who 
now 
have 
garbage 


collection service. The two 
services 
— 
collection 
and 


disposal 
— 
would 
not 


necessarily 
be 
related. 


However, Emery said, citywide 


garbage collection would be 
mandatory. 


The supervisors gave their 


blessing to the proposed project, 
although it was obvious they 
viewed the plans with skep- 
ticism. 


None-the-less, 
the 
board 


suggested that if the Corning 
plan actually worked, the county 
would consider paying for use of 
the 
site 
by 
non-Corning 


residents.

the city council meeting, when 
several citizens protested the 
costs of weed and rubbish 
abatement performed by the 
city. Despite their protests, the 
council approved the resolution 
that all assessments, if not paid, 
will "be collected like ordinary 
municipal taxes." Until that 
approval, the city and the fire 
department had been acting 


under a state law in regard to 
the abatement. 


The first to speak was Howard 


Sanderson who asked for "in- 
dulgence for extenuating cir- 
cumstances," because he did 
not know he was being "con- 
sidered 
for 
abatement 


procedures." 
Sanderson 
ex- 


plained that he had purchased a 
residence 
on Locust St. in 


February 
but 
had 
never 


received the letter informing 
him that the city would assess 
him for removal of weeds if he 
did not do it himself. 


Sanderson said he received a 


bill for $62.30 with an ad- 
ministrative charge of $8.10 for 
sending the bill. 


"I still have some healthy sons 


at home who could have helped 
me do the work," he said. 


Jim Hoffman replied that in 


fairness to other taxpayers, the 
bill couldn't be entirely set 
aside, but would he pay half? 


Before that matter was set- 


tled, Peggy Kramer spoke for 
both herself and 
Mrs. Bernie 


Forcier. Mrs. Kramer, it ap- 
pears had mowed the weeds on 
her two lots twice, had notified 
the director of public works, 
Harlan Warwick, (when she had 
to see him on other business and 
had assumed he would inform 
the fire department), had had 
some firewood on those lots

Apollo Astronauts Leaving Moon Orbit

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — Apollo 15's astronauts 
neared the end of six days of 
moon exploration today and 
prepared to fire out of lunar 
orbit for the trip home and 
man's fartherest-out 
space 


walk. 
» . , „ , , 
Before they leave, they'll add 


another dimension to one of 
history's greatest scientific 


expeditions. They'll eject into 
orbit a small satellite to probe 
additional moon secrets. 


David R. Scott, James B. 


Irwin and Alfred M. Worden will 
complete the experiments in 
their flying science lab when 
they kick the satellite loose at 
4:10 p.m. EOT. 


At 5:20 p.m. they plan to 


trigger 
the engine of their 


spaceship Endeavour to break 
away from the grip of J'jnar 


gravity and start the three-day 
journey back to earth. 


The astronauts were quiet 


today as they busily aimed their 
cameras and scientific in- 
struments at the bleak surface 
70 miles below, trying to squeeze 
as much knowledge as possible 
out of the alien moon. 


In one brief exchange Mission 


Control told them: "It's been 
raining a lot in Houston, and you 
guys will have a lot of grass- 


cutting to do when you get back 
down here." 


"The weather's been good up 


here," Scott commented. 


At Mission Control Center, 


experts today remotely swit- 
ched on the television camera 
which Scott and Irwin left on the 
moon, mounted on their moon 
buggy. 


They swung it back and forth 


and it relayed a sharp picture of 
the landscape at Hadley Base, 


including the lower half of the 
lunar lander Falcon and the 
experiments left 0:1 the surface. 
"Looks like Boot Hill from a 
distance," one controller said. 


The 
instruments in the 


distance looked like tombstones. 


After 14 minutes, the camera 


suddenly ceased transmitting. 
Efforts 
to restart 
it failed. 


Experts had no immediate 
explanation for the loss. Its 
batteries may have given out. 


Scientists had hoped the 


camera would retain power at 
least until Friday to view an 
eclipse of the sun as seen from 
the moon. 


Worden will take the space 


walk Thursday — about 196,000 
miles from earth and more than 
40,000 miles from the moon — to 
retrieve film canisters from an 
equipment bay at the rear of the 
Endeavour. 


Because the hatch will be 


opened, all three men will be 
exposed to the vacuum of space 
and will wear pressurized suits. 


Before they retired Tuesday 


night, capsule communicator 
Bob Parker asked them if they 
had taken sleeping pills the 
night before 


Astronauts traditionally have 


been reluctant to take medicine 
on space flights and Scott 
replied a bit testily: "No, there's

Emphasis In The Wrong Place 


The Sacramento Bee added its voice to those of a lot of other 


publications, and of individuals and groups Monday in citing an end 
to United States involvement in Southeast Asia's war as a means of 
repairing the wreckage of the 1971 federal budget. We can find no 
quarrel with that considered strictly as it was applied in this in- 
stance. The subject under discussion was the $25.2 billion deficit, 
and doing away with that deficit would be a quite desirable in- 
cidental accomplishment of ending the war. 


But far too often cutting the financial drain on this country 


appears to be the only argument for ending United States par- 
ticipation in the fighting given consideration. That, we submit, is 
putting the emphasis in the wrong place. 


The United States either has justification for sending soldiers 


into Southeast Asia to kill and be killed, or it does not. The only real 
justification would be a clear indication that only by such military 
action could we head off invasion and conquest of our own land. It 
seems quite obvious that no such danger exists. But if such danger 
should exist, then the fact that the fighting is costly would be no 
sane reason for ending it. In that case we should be called on to all 
effort into producing war materials and only the necessities of life 
— and no one should be exempt.

While the new report had 


praise for some aspects of the

The report even cites the Chief 


of Naval Operations himself, 
Adm. ElmoZumwalt, for failing 
to specify how some inactive 
ships can be put back into the 
fleet if they are needed.

fishermen in southern Louisiana 
are making headway in a 
complicated legal battle. They 
seek to recover damages suf- 
fered as a result of the March, 
1970, Chevron oil fire and spill in 
the Gulf of Mexico. 


Veteran Louisiana court house 


observers scoffed when the 
ragtag 
band 
of 
fishermen 


marched into court to bring the 
giant Chevron corporation to its 
knees. 


The oilmen moved in their big 


legal 
guns 
and 
demanded 


dismissal 
on 
grounds 
the 


fishermen 
could 
not 
claim 


damages for shrimp and oysters 
they didn't own and hadn't 
caught. 


But the shrimpers' lawyer, 


Joshua Tilton, argued that the 
fishermen were deprived of 
their right to take healthy fish 
from the Gulf through Chevron's 
negligence. Before the spill, the 
fishermen claim, they were 
catching 
numerous 
large 


shrimp. Now, they say, the 
shrimp are fewer and much 
smaller. 


The court recently refused to 


throw out the suit, a major 
victory for the shrimp and 
oystermen who now believe they 
have Chevron on the ropes.

averted a 


threatened steel strike but it 
leaves unresolved the problem 
of how the nation can deal with 
inflationary expectations. 


Unless some miracle of 


productivity can be achieved — 
and the steel industry is hardly 
the one in which miracles may 
be expected — the agreement 
will force up prices of numerous 
manufactured items. 


Price increases already have 


been announced for basic steel. 
Manufacturers who use steel 
may be expected to follow with 
their own. 


The three-year, 31 per cent 


increase comes as no surprise. 
It follows a pattern. In the first 


half of the year wage increases 
for all industries averaged 31.5 
cents an hour. 


Union leaders, no matter how 


broadminded, can hardly be 
expected to seek less than that 
what they feel is obtainable. To 
do so, even in the name of 
statesmanship, would be to 
break faith with their members. 


The parallel situation for the 


steel companies is whether they 
should, for the good of the 
country, refrain from raising 
prices or, because of their 
obligations to shareholders, 
protect their profits. 


Suggesting that the answer 


hardly perplexed them was the 
speed with which U. S. Steel 
announced an 8 per cent in- 
crease for most products less 
than 24 hours after signing an 


with 
the 
agreement 
steelworkers. 


George Meany, AFL-CIO 


head, has suggested that the 
only way to free business and 
labor from such decisions is to 
toss the ball to the President. 


Many economists also have 


been clamoring for strong 
presidential leadership on the 
wage-price battlefront, perhaps 
in the form of an incomes policy. 


Such a policy could involve a 


formula which labor and in- 
dustry could use in determining 
permissable, 
noninflationary 


increases. It could involve a 
wage -price review board. At its 
extreme, it might include a 
freeze on wages and prices. 


In the absence of such a 


policy, it seems reasonable to 
assume that the only possibility 


of a union or an 
industry 


foregoing an increase would be 
if it believed inflation was being 
licked. 


Inflationary psychology is one 


of the most persistent symptoms 
of the current ailment, however. 


Meanwhile, news from the 


Labor Department offers little 
hope for miracles of produc- 
tivity. Output per man hour rose 
sharply in the first quarter of the 
year. And while it continued to 
rise in the next three months, 
the rate in manufacturing in- 
dustries fell from 5.3 per cent to 
a disappointing 3.3. 


If productivity had continued 


high or risen, there was some 
hope that industry would be able 
to withstand its higher costs. 
That 
possibility 
is 
now 


diminished.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


$50,000 study made for the 
government says millions of 
dollars in damage could be 
prevented by full-scale seeding 
of hurricanes, but officials plan 
only limited, experimental 
seeding when their Project 
Stormfury hurricane watch 
begins today. 


The government has seeded 


hurricanes four times in the past 
10 years in an attempt to learn 
whether the storms can be 
deflated enough to reduce 
deaths and damage. 


Officials of the National 


Oceanic 
and 
Atmospheric 


Administration say not enough 
is yet known about the effects of 
injecting silver iodide into a 
hurricane to take a chance of 
operational seeding. 


The study done by Stanford 


Research 
Institute, 
found, 


however, that "while the ef- 
fectiveness 
of 
hurricane 


modification 
is 
uncertain, 


current meteorological and 
economic information indicates 
that 
seeding 
would 
be 


beneficial: with seeding, the 
probability 
that 
hurricane 


damage will exceed any given 
level in lower." 


From 1965 to 1969, hurricane 


damage in the United States cost 
more than $2.5 million. Both the 
government and the Stanford 
report talk in terms of reducing 
hurricane winds by 15 per cent 
and SRI says available data 
indicates such a reduction would 
cut property damage in half 


At present, Project Stormfury 


has authority to seed only those 
hurricanes which are given less 
than a 10 per cent chance of 
being within 50 miles of shore 
within 18 hours after seeding 


The Stanford report urges that 


this policy be rescinded. 


Donald 
Moore, assistant 


administrator for plans and 
programs of the NOAA, said in 
an interview the report "is very 
good; our problem is with the 
conclusions " 


"There are too many areas 


where we think the input in- 
formation is not there," he said 
"Four seedings are a pretty 
small sample " 


The government and SRI 


agree that the question of 
governmental responsibility for 
the results of seeding is a 
ticklish one. 


What, for example, would be 


the liability of the government if 
seeding shifted a hurricane from 
one path to another, causing 
damage to areas that might 
have otherwise escaped? 


Spreading 
the somewhat 


dissipating hurricane winds 
could also increase the surge of 


damaging ocean waters onto 
land, said government weather 
expert Ferguson Hall. 


Another problem is measuring 


the effects of seeding. 


Hurricane 
Celia, 
which 


caused $454 million damage in 
1970. intensified 50 per cent in 
the 12 hours before it struck 
land, said Moore. "If we had 
seeded it and it had intensified 
like that, we never could have 
convinced people we didn't 
cause it."

Landmark Test Case 


VENTURA, Calif. (AP) — 


Strong local opposition has 
arisen against the U. S. Gypsum 
Company's request to mine for 
phosphates in the Pine Mountain 
area of Los Padres National 
Forest. 


It could become a landmark 


test case of century-old mining 
laws and the Environmental 
Quality Act of 1969. 


The law states that once the U. 


S. Geological Survey determines 
that a valuable mineral exists, 
"die permittee shall be entitled 
to a lease for any or all of the 
land 
embraced 
in 
the 


prospecting permit." 


U. S. Gypsum has applied for 


a lease under the law. The 
company could go to court if the 
lease, is denied, although a 
spokesman for the Chicago- 
based firm said today no 
decision about legal action has 
been made since the govern- 
ment ruling is not expected for 
"several months." 


Conservations contend, on the 


other hand, that under the 
Environmental Quality Act of 
1969 such a leasing request does 
not 
have 
to 
be 
granted 


automatically 


They say a mine in the 


ruggedly beautiful area would 
hurt the ecology and frighten the 
rare California condor, which 
nests in a nearby area. They 
threaten to sue if a go-ahead is 
given. 


The state attorney general's 


environmental unit also is 


watching the case closely. But it 
says a final decision is the 
province of the U. S. Interior 
Department. 


The company has requested a 


lease for 2,433 acre site located 
25 miles north of Ventura. It is 
also seeking prospecting per- 
mits on an additional 5,000 
acres. 


The open pit mine it seeks to 


develop would lay bare the 
chapparal -covered slopes in a 
series of terraces that a U. S. 
Bureau of Land Management 
environmental impact study 
statement 
says 
"would 


resemble the spectator's view of 
a giant football stadium." 


The vein of phosphate, five 


miles long and 90 feet thick, is 
expected to sustain the mine for 
40 to 50 years, the company 
says. About 650,000 tons of ore 
would be removed a year along 
with 1.5 million tons of over- 
burden to get at the ore. 


There will be blasting every 


second or third day and 50 to 60 
loads of ore or overburden will 
be carried — safely, the com- 
pany says — in 25-ton trucks 
each day along California 33, a 
winding, two-lane mountain 
road that has been designated 
part of the State Scenic Highway 
System. 


In addition, a processing plant 


would be set up in Santa Paula 
estimated to emit up to 2.5 tons 
of sulfur dioxide a day. The 
sulfur dioxide emissions for the 
county now totals 2.1 tons a day.

burden to the patient. 


The technique with which a 


fractured jaw is aligned is 
known as "wiring." Tiny wires 
fix each tooth in the mouth 


to insure their preservation. 


Often, the upper and the 


lower jar are wired together 
so

mouth,

opened until all bone frag-- 
ments are healed. A nutritious 
liquid diet, provided through 
a straw, sustains the patient 
through this healing- process.

"lymphadenitis." 


In your case, infection from

There may have been, tiny red 
streaks running up the arm 
which you may not have no- 
ticed. 


The lymph glands under the 


arm were the defense me- 
chanism that stopped the in- 
fection from spreading into 
the dangerous areas in the 
chest.

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Detection Of Lunar Lander Crash Was Frosting On

deliberate crash of Apollo 15's 
lunar lander by moonquake 
meters

separated points on the moon is 
frosting on the cake for lunar 
scientists. 


The lunar lander Falcon's 


violent death late Monday was 
detected 30 miles away at the 
seismometer which David R. 
Scott and James B. Irwin left at 
the base of the Apennine 
Mountains where they landed 
earlier in Falcon. The crash also 
registered 700 miles to the south 
on the Apollo 12 seismometer 
left in the Ocean of Storms in 
November 1969 and on the 


Apollo 14 seismometer left in the 
lunar highlands at Fra Mauro 
last February. 


The response of the three 


instruments excited scientists 
waiting to see if it would happen. 


It was the latest achievement 


for Apollo 15 — a mission lunar 
experts say may bring more 
fundamental knowledge about 
the moon than all past moon 


landings 
combined. 
The 


achievements include: 


—Possible discovery of a 


piece of the original lunar crust. 


— Samples of bedrock that 


might he just beneath the 
moon's surface. 


— Discovery of prolable 


layering in the sides of Hadley 
Rille, a 1,200-foot-deep moon 
canyon Scott and Irwin visited. 


Scientists are 
trying to 


determine how the moon was 
formed as a way of finding the 
origin of the solar system.

Strangway, a geophysicist ?t the 
Manned Spacecraft Center, said 
when the Apollo 12 and 14 in- 
struments began recording 
seismic waves generated by the 


Falcon's crash, which equaled 
an explosion of more than two 
tons of TNT. The waves had 
reached the closer Apollo 15 
seismometer several minutes 
earlier 


"It suggests you can see 


impacts on the moon from very, 
very far away This has been a 
subject of considerable con- 
troversy," Strangway said. 
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The 
principal 
scientist 


working with the seismometers, 
Dr. Gary Latham of Columbia 
University's 
Lamont-Doherty 


Geological Laboratory, was 
studying the data last Monday 
and was unavailable for com- 
ment. 


But before the crash he said 


detection by the Apollo 12 and 14 
instruments would be strong 


evidence that present theories 
about the interior of the moon 
are correct. 


Crashes of previous lunar 


landers and spent S4B booster 
rockets have been only short 
distances from seismometers. 
As a result, seismic waves they 
generated gave data on the 
interior of the moon to a depth of 
only about 50 miles.

Of the yellow 
podded varieties, try Kinghorn, 
Brittle Wax and Eastern Butter 
Wax. 
Royalty, a purple pod that

Kentucky Wonder (green) and 
Kentucky Wonder wax (yellow) 
are favorites among pole beans 
for freezing. French Hor- 
ticultural may be frozen green 
or shelled as a dry bean.

and Henderson Bush are top 
freezer choices. Thaxter is a 
good baby lima for freezing, as 
is King of the Garden among 
pole limas.

The style of frames may have 


a lot to do with facial contours. If 
you want to choose the proper 
style glasses for your particular 
look, decide whether your face is 
oval, square, heart-shaped, a 
diamond triangle or long and 
narrow. For example, a round- 
faced girl wearing round frames 
isn't giving herself a beauty 
break.

Round: Squarish or geometric

that are wider on top than on the 
bottom.

A Noted Suffragette 
Scents New Victory 


By MARGARET SCHERF 
WASHINGTON (AP) — She 


picketed 
the 
White House, 


staged protest marches, went to 
jail for "obstructing traffic" and 
was denounced in Congress for 
"promoting treason." 


But Alice Paul finally got what 


she wanted 


And more than a half-century 


later, at age 86, Miss Paul scents 
another victory. 


"We have the only weapon we 


need now to win passage of the 
equal rights amendment — the 
vote," says the tiny woman who 
fought so tenaciously to capture 
that weapcn earlier in the 
century 


The proposed amendment to 


the Constitution would expressly 
forbid discrimination on the 
basis of sex. 


"Women are finally aroused 


enough" to use their vote in their 
own behalf, said Miss Paul, the 
last of the militant suffragettes 
who wrote the equal rights 
amendment first introduced in 
Congress in 1923. 


"Politicians 
from 
the 


President on down had best 
realize that," she added in an 
interview. 


But it wouldn't be the first 


time politicians and presidents 
have 
underestimated 
the 


determination of women like 
Miss Paul 


The daughter of a Quaker 


banker, she was 28 and a 
Swarthmore College graduate 
when she helped take command 
of the suffrage movement in 1913 
after years of fragmentation 
following the death of Susan R. 
Anthony 


Seeking to impress Woodrow 


Wilson with the movement's 
strength, Miss Paul organized a 
march by 8,000 women down 
Pennsylvania Avenue the day 
before 
his 
inauguration as 


president 


The sight of the marching 


women touched off a wild melee 
among 
spectators, 
finally 


quelled by troops from a nearby 


fort. 


Arriving at deserted Union 


Station during the brawl, Wilson 
was surprised no one was there 
to greet him. 


"Where are the people''" he 


asked At Miss Paul's parade 
blocks away, he was told. 


Wilson later refused to meet 


with delegations dispatched to 
the White House by Miss Paul. 
But 
extensive 
picketing, 


sometimes causing riots, and 
several arrests of Miss Paul and 
her followers finally moved 
Wilson He eventually became a 
staunch supporter of the 19th 
Amendment that gave women 
the vote.

"We're after the hard-core big 


shots, Viet Cong classified as 
Class A," said one U.S. official 


"They're the ones who issue 


the orders. They're the ones 
who're going to be behind all the 
pre-election terrorism." 


Vietnamese television stations 


have begun advertising the 


rewards and explaining the 
"new program to protect the 
people from terrorism." The 
American informants said it 
would start in four provinces as 
soon as a "target list" has been 
prepared, operate for a few 
months, and then "be expanded 
or terminated depending on its 
success " 


One official said the total 


target list of Viet Cong leaders is 
expected to run "from 16 to 50 
people "

KUANTAN, Malaysia (AP)— 


Malays along the east coast's 
low lying waterways are right 
back where they were when the 
floods hit in January. With their 
no-deposit-no-return houses, it's 
easy. 


They put up wooden slat 


houses on stilts, exactly like 
those swept away by raging 
water. Homes are mainly on the 
same spot as before. 


January's floods killed at least 


70 persons around Malaysia, 
causing many millions of dollars 
damage. They were far worse 
tlian usual, but for Malay 
villagers, they were no surprise. 


"It happens every year to 


some degree," explained one 
Malay resident. "When the 
water rises, you just pick up 
your belongings and go to higher 
ground. If the water keeps 
rising, yell for a boat." 


Often 
houses are 
washed 


away, 
so 
Malays 
build 


disposable houses. 


'What else is there to do?" 


asked an east coast Malay. "We 
have to live alone; the water...for 
washing, communication, fish- 
ing, everything ..." 


In bigger towns the problem is 


greater, but it's the same ap- 
proach. First the electricity is 
cut off. Then hospital patients 
are carried up to drier quarters. 
And the town frolics in what is 
called "main ayer" (playing in 
the water). 


When 
water 
subsides, 


residents sweep up and start all 
over. 


This year whole towns were 


deep under water. Scores of 
thousands had to be evacuated 
by boat and helicopter. Many 
went for days without food, 
suffering from exposure. 


British, 
American 
and 


Singaporean aircraft helped the 
Malaysian 
government 
with 


emergency relief in large-scale 
airlift operations. 


When it was over, authorities 


renewed with vigor their yearly 
plea for residents of low-lying 


areas to move to higher ground. 


One 
program 
offered 


government 
loans if Malays 


would rebuild farther from the 
water. It had little success. 


The people, according to local 


and foreign experts, prefer to 
stay where they are, even if it 
means losing a house or two 
occasionally. 


Most have already forgotten 


the January floods, despite their 
anguish at the time. 


Road signs along the high- 


ways show charts to indicate the 
level of flooding up ahead. 
Occasional water marker poles 
set by the road tower high in the 
air. 


Towns and villages which 


were under 30 feet of water are 
now back to normal, with hardly 
a sign there was any difficulty. 


At the government resthouse 


on one of the highest hills in the 
inland town of Kuala Lipis, a 
painted notice 15 feet up one wall 
marks the level of a 1926 flood.

Speech Teacher Says Tone Is 70 per cent of the Message

If you have been married two 


years or more, beware of the 
"taming of the shrew" voice 
that is a harbinger of things to 
come — the fight or flight 
syndrome, says Dorothy Sar- 
noff, former actress and singer, 
who is now a speech teacher and 
"image maker." 


"A wife with a strident voice 


sets her husband's teeth on edge 
every time she speaks," she 
points out. But there are other 
annoying , voices 
too — 


whisperers, 
mumblers, 


foghorns— as she calls them. 
People don't realize that tone is 
about 70 per 
cent of 
the 


message. 


And now there are the teen- 


agers with their speed talking, a 
sort of speech shorthand. 


In the last five years Miss 


Sarnoff 
has 
offered 


reassurances to people — 
performers, 
politicians, 


clergymen, psychiatrists and 
others in a variety of careers — 
who need speech help. 


To prove her theory that 


personal style can be greatly 
enhanced by the way people 
communicate, she flips on her 
closed circuit television and 
shows a number of students, 
before and after her lessons. 


. . .There is the executive who 


heads up the sales force of a 
large company. He has nervous 
mannerisms, faltering speech, 
country bumpkin hairdo and 
clothes. Six lessons later he is 
suave, sophisticated, master of 
his topic, and with a new 
grooming image compatible 
with his new speech. 


. . . There is the national 


beauty contest winner who must 
tour the country to meet people. 
A pretty, unsophisticated girl 
from a little town, she becomes 
a speech charmer with her own 
sweet personality blended in. 
(Miss Sarnoff admits she had 
something to work with.) 


... And there is the European 


woman who neither 
com- 


municates well through her 
guttural tongue nor presents an 
attractive image. She comes off 


delightfully attuned to the new 
image that has been created for 
her. 


How does Miss Sarnoff ac- 


complish 
the changes so 


quickly? 
"It is as simple as looking at 


yourself, and mastering a few 
tricks," she says. "Most people 
don't realize how they sound or 
look. A great deal can be ac- 
complished with a tape recorder 
and a mirror at home," she 
points out. In her book, "Speech 
Can Change Your Life," she 
provides many clues. 


Miss Sarnoff's television is a 


particularly 
effective tool 


because corrections can be 
made as a lesson is in progress. 
A student must ask "what do I 
say 
that 
must 
be 


acknowledged," "what do I say 
that must be eliminated," "what 
do I say that must be added." 
They 
must 
always 
find 


something to acknowledge so 
they do not become discouraged. 


As for formal speeches — "I 


try to tell people that every 
speech should be a conversation 


that has been enlarged," Miss 
Sarnoff says. "And that if you 
stand on your feet to speak, you 
should know the conclusion 
before you say anything." 


Most people are 
nervous 


because they don't realize every 
speech should be a three-phase 
effort, she says. 


Phase One — Before you put it 


on paper it should be tried out in 
conversational style and written 
that way. 


Phase Two — You should read 


the speech aloud at least six 
times. 


Phase Three— Are the speech 


cues you hold in your hand. 
Properly organized, you can 
look down and tell one whole 
clause from the abbreviated 
notes, and you can look as if you 
are speaking off the cuff. 


You should have no problems 


conveying the proper meaning if 
you rehearse the speech six 
times. You and the cue cards 
should be friends. 


Miss Sarnoff studied speech at 


Cornell where she received her 
BA degree.

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Softball Arrives At Crossroads 


Blue Misses No. 20 
Again, But A's Win

Softball as we know it in Red 


Bluff 
has 
come 
to 
the 


crossroads. 


Long a popular sport here for 


participation as well as from the 
spectator standpoint, a state of 
turbulence 
is now 
whirling 


around the municipal men's 
league that could very well 
cause the end of the summer 
activity 
. . . or 
as 
its 


proponents 
hope, 
an 
ad- 


vancement of it. 


A game that can be played by 


men up to and through middle 
age, 
the local quality of play 


rose steadily to the high level it 
has achieved during the last 
several years. 


Town's people, anxious for 


entertainment during the warm 
summer nights in addition to the 
boob tube, have provided a 
steady audience on "lawn chair 
hill" for the games. 


But as players returned year 


after year to participate, fac- 
tions developed 
within 
the 


league — cliques if you must. 
More to the point, the term 
"recreation" has long since 
become obsolete. This is more 
than going out and having fun 
throwing the ball around, it has 
evolved into an obsession to 
some, at least a full-time hobby 


to most. 


Differences in personalities 


would inevitably cause clashes, 
but of late these differences 
have erupted into what nears 
full-scale warfare. 


Three protests were lodged 


this season, two of which were 
upheld, and one of those effected 
the finish in the second round of 
the standings and a possible 
berth in the north state softball 
championship 
being held in 


Redding. Who ruled on these 
protests? Who else but the same 
managers involved in the league 
itself. 


But 
the 
strife 
between 


managers and among players 
isn't the only kind of cloud in the 
storm. 


Managers complained about 


the way their league was being 
run. 


On one hand, they feel they 


don't have enough to say about 
its operation. They are unhappy 
with the umpiring, as well as the 
schedule arranged by the Parks 
and Recreation Dept. 


Arising particular pique with 


many managers was the alleged 
encroachment by other groups 
attempting to escape the heat of 
the night and share in the use of 
the lights of the Red Bluff High 
School field.

"We were told when those 


lights were put in that they 
belonged to softball during the 
summer week days," said one 
disgruntled player. 


Mel Farmer, 
a 
pitcher- 


manager for Hi Sierra Nursery 
and elected president of the 
newly-formed Red Bluff Men's 
Softball Association, cited the 
growing demand for the field's 
use as one of the prime reasons 
for 
the 
forming 
of 
his 


organization. 


"We're getting crowded out," 


said Farmer. 


John Suhr, director of the 


Parks and Recreation Dept. told 
the softball group that they were 
indeed losing "some" playing 
time, but it was only one playing 
date or two games each round. 


Farmer says that he is well 


aware that other groups have as 
much right to the facilities, but 
he feels it shouldn't be at the 
expense of softball. 


It is for that reason that the 


association was formed — to 
seek an avenue to acquire an 
additional facility, one that 
could be controlled by the soft- 
ball group and one where con- 
cessions like beer could be sold. 


"If we could get the ground to 


put it on, we could build or 
hussle for the rest," said 


another officer 
in the new 


association. "The beer sales 
alone could support our light 
bills," 
he 
said. 
Currently, 


alcoholic beverages cannot be 
sold on school grounds. 


Suhr is all for the project. He 


claims 
he 
has 
been 
de- 


emphasizing his role in running 
the league — at the request of 
the managers, he says — and 
would be just as happy if the 
whole thing was taken out of his 
hands. 


"The time and money is 


needed elsewhere," said Suhr. 


The 
problems run 
deep, 


damaged 
perhaps 
beyond 


repair. 


Some solutions are apparent, 


however 


This year, for instance, there 


were no rules or regulations on 
paper in the league. This fact 
alone makes any protest that is 
ruled on look questionable. 


Protests are resolved by 


managers — self-admittedly the 
most biased judges that could be 
found to rule on an alleged in- 
fraction by a colleague. And 
what if prejudice against a 
certain team or manager runs 
strong enough that a majority of 
the managers can swing a vote 
— perhaps in error. There is no 
change in venue clause for 


softball league managers. 


Not only does the league not 


have an official scorekeeper, but 
some teams don't even keep 
their own book! 


The umpires, who come under 


the wrath of players 
and 


managers 
nearly 
here 
as 


everywhere, are well payed 
compared to surrounding towns. 
Yet they lack the necessary 
authority. They hesitate to boot 
players when needed or to call 
games; mostly because they 
lack support. Leagues in other 
areas often require teams to put 
up a monetary bond, with fines 
levied for repeated infractions. 
Nearly always it solves the 
problem of who is boss. 


"These managers are like old 


mother hens," said one player 
who decided not to be identified. 
"I've just about had it up to 
here." 


The 
newly-formed 
assoc- 


iation, 
brought 
into 
ex- 


istence midway through the 
season because "that's when 
everyone is around" has yet to 
put down objectives on paper, a 
shaky way to run any business. 


They only know that they want 


their own ballpark. Of that they 
are sure.

Scienfisfs Say If's 
An Earffiqua/ce Year 


WASHINGTON (AP) — This 


is a big year for earthquakes, 
government scientists say, 
because the earth's wobble is 
reaching a seven-year peak. 


The 
scientists 
reported 


Monday that new evidence 
shows a definite 
correlation 


between 
the wobble 
and 


triggering of earthquakes. 


In a study of the wobble over 


70 years, the National Oceanic 
and 
Atmospheric 
Ad- 


ministration said recently there 
were more earthquakes in years 
when the wobble was the 
greatest. 
Government scientists said 


this is a peak year and the world 
is already getting more earth 
tremors than any year since 
1964, when a large earthquake 
struck Alaska. 
Carl Von Hake, a seismologist 


for the National Earthquake 
Information Center, said three 
huge 
earthquakes with a 


magnitude of 8.1 on the Richter 
scale 
already 
have 
been 


reported this year in the South 
Pacific. 


Charles A. Whitten, chief 


geodesist of the National Ocean 
Survey, stressed that the zig zag 
of the poles is not the sole cause 
of earthquakes. 


"But when you add to this the 


earth's wobble as it reaches its 
maximum you have another 
apparently tremendous force 
which 
may 
trigger ear- 


thquakes." 


The earth's wobble theory of 


earthquakes was originated in 
1893 by John Milne, a British 
scientist, but it had never gained 
widespread acceptance.
